Be it enacted by the People of the State of |Illinois,

represented in the General Assenbly:

Section 5. The School Code is anended by changing

Section 3A-6 as foll ows:

(105 ILCS 5/3A-6) (fromCh. 122, par. 3A-6)

Sec. 3A-6. Election of Superintendent for consolidated
region - Bond - Vacancies in any educational service region.

(a) The regional superintendent to be elected under
Section 3A-5 shall be elected at the time provided in the
general election law and nust possess the qualifications
described in Section 3-1 of this Act.

(b) The bond required under Section 3-2 shall be filed
in the office of the county clerk in the county where the
regional office is situated, and a certified copy of that
bond shall be filed in the office of the county clerk in each
of the other counties in the region.

(c) Wien a vacancy occurs in the office of regional
superintendent of schools of any educational service region
which is not located in a county which is a hone rule unit,
such vacancy shall be filled wthin 60 days (1) by

appoi ntnment of the county chairman of the sane political

party as the regional superintendent of schools the appointee

succeeds was at the tine the reqgional superintendent of

schools was last elected eounty-board;-wth-the-adviece-and

consent - of - t he- eount y- board; when such vacancy occurs in a

singl e county educational service region; or (ii) by

the sane political party as the reqional superintendent of

schools the appointee succeeds was at the tine the reqi onal

election at which a regional superintendent was elected to
such office, and the person receiving the highest nunber of
affirmative votes from the commtteenen for such vacant
office to be deened the person appointed by such commttee to
fill the vacancy. The appoi ntee shall be a nenber of the sane
political party as the regional superintendent of schools the
appoi ntee succeeds was at t he tinme such regi onal
superintendent of schools |ast was elected. The appointee
shall serve for the remainder of the term However, if nore
than 28 nonths remain in that term the appointnent shall be
until the next general election, at which tinme the vacated
office shall be filled by election for the remainder of the
term Nom nations shall be nmade and any vacancy in
nom nation shall be filled as foll ows:

(1) If the wvacancy in office occurs before the
first date provided in Section 7-12 of the Election Code
for filing nomnation papers for county offices for the
primary in the next even- nunber ed year foll ow ng
commencenent of the termof office in which the vacancy
occurs, nomnations for the election for filling the
vacancy shall be made pursuant to Article 7 of the
El ection Code.

(2) If the vacancy in office occurs during the tine
provided in Section 7-12 of the Election Code for filing
nom nation papers for county offices for the primary in
t he next even-nunbered year foll ow ng coomencenent of the
termof office in which the vacancy occurs, the tine for

filing nomnation papers for the primary shall not be
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nmore than 91 days nor |ess than 85 days prior to the date
of the primry.

(3) If the vacancy in office occurs after the | ast
day provided in Section 7-12 of the Election Code for
filing nomnation papers for <county offices for the
primry in t he next even-nunbered year follow ng
commencenent of the termof office in which the vacancy
occurs, a vacancy in nomnation shall be deened to have
occurred and the county central comittee of each
established political party (if the vacancy occurs in a
single county educational service regi on) or t he
mul ti-county educational service region conmttee of each
established political party (if the vacancy occurs in a
mul ti-county educational service region) shall nom nate,
by resolution, a candidate to fill the vacancy in
nom nation for election to the office at the general
election. In the nomnation proceedings to fill the
vacancy in nom nation, each nmenber of the county central
commttee or the nmulti-county educational service region
commttee, whichever applies, shall have the voting
strength as set forth in Section 7-8 or 7-8.02 of the

El ection Code, respectively. The nanme of the candidate

so nomnated shall not appear on the ballot at the
general primary election. The vacancy in nomnation
shall be filled prior to the date of certification of

candi dates for the general election.

(4) The resolution to fill the wvacancy shall be
duly acknowl edged before an officer qualified to take
acknow edgnents of deeds and shall include, upon its
face, the following information: (A) the nane of the
original nomnee and the office vacated; (B) the date on
whi ch the vacancy occurred; and (C) the nanme and address
of the nom nee selected to fill the vacancy and the date

of selection. The resolution to fill the vacancy shall be
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acconpani ed by a statenent of candi dacy, as prescribed in

Section 7-10 of the Election Code, conpleted by the

sel ected nomnee, a certificate fromthe State Board of

Education, as prescribed in Section 3-1 of this Code, and

a receipt indicating that the nomnee has filed a

statenment of economc interests as required by the

II'linois Governnental Ethics Act.

The provisions of Sections 10-8 through 10-10.1 of the
El ection Code relating to objections to nom nation papers,
heari ngs on objections, and judicial review shall also apply
to and govern objections to nom nation papers and resol utions
for filling vacancies in nomnation filed pursuant to this
Secti on. Unl ess otherwise specified in this Section, the
nom nation and election provided for in this Section is
governed by the general election |aw

Except as otherwise provided by applicable county
ordi nance or by law, if a vacancy occurs in the office of
regi onal superintendent of schools of an educational service
region that is located in a county that is a hone rule wunit
and that has a popul ation of |ess than 2,000, 000 inhabitants,
t hat vacancy shall be filled by the county board of such hone
rul e county.

Until July 1, 2003 or until the regional superintendent
of schools elected in 2002 takes office, whichever occurs
first, if a vacancy exists in the office of regional
superintendent of schools of an educational service region
that is located in a county that is a honme rule unit and that
has a popul ati on of 2,000,000 or nore inhabitants, then that
vacancy shal | be filled by t he first assi st ant
superint endent/deputy superintendent until the end of the
termto which the regional superintendent was el ected.

Any person appointed to fill a vacancy in the office of
regi onal superintendent of schools of any educational service

regi on nust possess the qualifications required to be el ected

to the position of regional superintendent of schools, and
shall obtain a certificate of eligibility fromthe State
Superintendent of Education and file sane with the county
clerk of the county in which the regional superintendent's
office is |ocated.

| f the regional superintendent of schools is called into
the active mlitary service of the United States, his office
shall not be deened to be vacant, but a tenporary appoi ntnent
shall be made as in the case of a vacancy. The appointee
shall perform all the duties of the regional superintendent
of schools during the time the regional superintendent of
schools is in the active mlitary service of the United
States, and shall be paid the sane conpensation apportioned
as to the time of service, and such appointnment and al
authority thereunder shall cease upon the discharge of the
regi onal superintendent of schools fromsuch active mlitary
service. The appointee shall give the sane bond as is
required of a regularly elected regional superintendent of
school s.
